"I'll ju»t work this out In figures 


and show .you what you are getting," 
continued .the dealer. /'We'll put tho 
wagon down at 175; the solf-blnder at 
1125, and that'll get you a beauty; the 
carriage at $125; the kitchen range at 
J50, and that cortalnlv ought to be a 
good one! and the kltchon ntenslto, at 
|1B, and thai ought to buy n few. Add 
these together and you hare $390. Fig- 
ure 000 bushelB of corn at 66 cents a 
bushel and you have $390."

ploring Wilson to recant his utter- 
ances. 
The Hearst newspapers are 


vociferously declaring that the Demo- 
cratic platform does not mean what It 
says. But Wilson, adhering with dog- 
ged determination to his life-long free 
trade theories, Is for a revenue tariff 
only, and declines to be persuaded to 
abandon that Idea. 


What the Democratic party, there- 


fore, has got to do before It can win 
la to explain how It Is going to throw 
protection to the winds and at the 
same time keep American wages up to 
the present standard. 


The tariff and the emigration ex- 


clusion act! are the bulwarks of pro- 
tection for the world's workers. Amer-

What but the 
tariff abolishes the free trade blight 
of 1892-96, by the lighting of furnace 
flres and starting the then paralyzed 
Industries of the country into life?
